U nder present laws, corporation 
income taxes are du e to drop au to­ 
m atically on April I from 52 per­ 
centage points to 47 on a corpora­ 
tion’s taxab le income, which wou ld 
m ean that a corporation's tax b ill 
wou ld b e lowered b y ab ou t IO per 
cent. That wou ld cost ab ou t $2 b il­ 
lion annu ally in revenu e at a tim e 
when the adm inistration is stru g­ 
gling tow ard a b alanced b u dget. 
F or exam ple, a corporation m a k ­ 
ing $100,000 profit u nder the pres­ 
ent rate wou ld pay $52,000 tax. Un­ 
d er the lower rate it wou ld pay 
$47,000. This wou ld b e $5,000, or 
nearly IO per cent, less. 
P resident Eisenhower has u rged 
indefinite postponem ent of the cu t, 
b u t the requ est is su re to stir a 
fight in Congress.

U. S. Scientists Hint 
Latest Explosion Not 
In Hydrogen Category 


WASHINGTON UP — Russia has 
produced another atomic explosion, 
the 
governm ent 
announced 
last 
night, and evidence thus far avail­ 
able to U. S. experts indicates it 
*)as not a hydrogen blast although 
perhaps of considerable power. 
The date 
was 
Aug. 
23, 
the 
Atomic Energy Commission said, 
•nd “ the explosion was in the 
same range of energy release as 
our recent

would appear to be part of a ser­ 
ies.” 
“ lf this proves to be the fact,”

^inouncem ent will be made unless 
intelligence 
indicates information 
of greater interest.” 
There were

spring at its proving ground in the 
Nevada desert, and to which the 
AEC com pared the latest Russian 
effort. 
The last one, on June 4, was gen­ 
erally described as the largest at­ 
onic explosion ever to be set off 
in the United States proper.

equivalent of 50,000 tons of TNT, 
or about 20 times as powerful as 
the bomb dropped on Hirshima. 
Effects of the U. S. blast June 4 
were seen or felt up to 500 miles 
from the test site.

May Get 4 
Tax 
Pct. 
Cut

WASHINGTON UP—Rep. Richard 
M. Simpson (R -Pa) said today that 
Congress may compromise on a 
cut of about 4 per cent in corpora­ 
tion income taxes on April I. 
Any such compromise, he indi­ 
cated. would be part of a program 
aimed at averting bitter tax clashes 
between the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration and some key Republicans 
in Congress, such as flared during 
the last session. 
Under present laws, corporation 
income taxes are due to drop auto­ 
matically on April I from 52 per­ 
centage points to 47 on a corpora­ 
tion’s taxable income, which would 
mean that a corporation's tax bill 
would he lowered by about IO per 
cent. That would cost about $2 bil­ 
lion annually in revenue at a time 
when the administration is strug­ 
gling toward a balanced budget. 
For example, a corporation m ak­ 
ing $100,000 profit under the pres­ 
ent rate would pay $52,000 tax. Un­ 
der the lower rate it would pay 
$47,000. This would be $5,000, or 
nearly IO per cent. less. 
President Eisenhower has urged 
indefinite postponement of the cut, 
hut the request is sure to stir a 
fight in Congress.

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SAME H ERE 
AMERICAN GIRLS traveling in Western 
Europe who want to know likes and dis­ 
likes of men they m ay m eet over there 
have been furnished with som e advice 
straight from Paris. 
Ii is recommended that they don’t stub 
cigarettes in coffee saucers, m ake up their 
faces in public, flirt, try to be “different” 
or conspicuf us, flaunt their intelligence or 
be too independent or familiar.

Switzerland and Belgium ought now to ex­ 
plain how they differ from American men. 
In elaborating his warning about making 
up in public, he says European men “like 
to see the results but not the m echanics of 
beauty care.” Same here. 
No more than Europeans do American 
m en approve of sport clothes in an elegant 
restaurant or a dance frock at a picnic. And 
the girl who sprawls on the floor while ev- I 
erybody else sits on chairs would look as 
silly in Chicago as she would in London. 
There are other observations in the dis­ 
patch from Paris, but they all lead to the 
sam e conclusion. Masculine tastes m ay not 
be wholly logical but they differ little on 
either side of the Atlantic. What annoys ’em 
over there annoys ’em here. 
The American fem ale is likely to receive 
with equanimity this gratuitous a d v i c e 
from abroad. She has her own estim ate of ; 
European men and their manners and it is 
not expressed with enthusiastic approval. 
And besides, she’s accustom ed to getting 
what she wants in any nationality. 


BACK ON THE JOB 
PRIM E MINISTER CHURCHILL, E n g­ 
land’s top salesm an, is back on the job af­ 
ter an absence of two months, m ade n eces­ 
sary by a slight stroke. Still not com pletely 
recovered, the urgency of certain m atters 
prompted a meeting of his cabinet. 
England has been drifting farther aw ay 
from the United States. The astute Church­ 


i l l , who likes to have his own way in inter­ 
national affairs, can be counted on to do his 
best to make this country see things his 
w ay, as he has always done in the past. 
A Big Four conference is Churchill’s 
panacea for world conditions, including a 
perm anent peace agreem ent with Russia, 
now that the Korean fighting has ended in 
e stalem ate. England wants peace in the 
F a r E ast in behalf of its foreign trade. It 
is determined to be on friendly t e r m s 
with Russia for the sam e reason. 
So Winnie is b a c k on the job, unwilling to 
trust pending arrangements to any hands 
than his own. 


When one reads the transcript of the rec­ 


ord in the case of Edward M. Rothschild, 
a bookbinder in the Government Printing 


Office, the data presents itself differently 


from the m ore condensed news reports. 


This is naturally so, for the record is long, 
the questioning complex, and only a second 


view of it can bring out the details a n d 


overtones of testimony. 


It would seem that this is a case which 


requires study by the Department of Jus­ 


tice because what is involved is a cce ss to 
precisely such information and data as re­ 


sulted in the theft of the atom and hydro­ 
gen bombs. We do not yet know' the entire 
story of this espionage and we shall not 
until a thorough investigation has been 
made of the security methods of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 
We do know that from 1942 to 1947, the 
crucial years, the FBI was forbidden to en­ 
gage in this field; that em ployees of the 
Atomic 
E nergy 
Commission 
w ere 
not 
screened by the FBI, which contains the 
most com plete files on subversives, includ­ 
ing fingerprints and cumulating records. 
From the results, it would appear that no 
adequate screening took place and t h a t 
that is the reason why Klaus Fuchs, Gold, 
Greenglass, Sobell, etc. could com m it their 
crim es unimpeded. 
In the case of Rothschild, the testim ony 
is that he stole secret documents. In the 
McCarthy hearings this was brought out: 
“The Chairman: We have testim ony to 
the effect that you stole secret docum ents 
from the Government P r i n t i n g Office, 
among other things that you stole a secret 
code and took it from the GPO. What is 
your answer to that? 
“Mr. 
Rothschild: 
Under the 
F i f t h 
Am endm ent I still refuse to answer that 
question on the grounds it would tend to 
incriminate m e.” 
Now, while Rothschild enjoys the consti­ 
tutional right to refuse to answer a ques­ 
tion which he believes will incrim inate 
him, he already knew that there w as testi­ 
mony from the Navy that matter involving 
the atom bomb had been sent to the Gov­ 
ernment Printing Office. Under such cir­ 
cum stances, one would imagine that Roths­ 
child would cry out in his defnse: 
“That is a damned lie!” 
But he did nothing of the sort. Instead, 
this is how he handled it: 
“The Chairman: . . .Did you ever steal 
a secret code from the Government Print­ 
ing Office? 
“ Mr. Rothschild: I refuse to answer that 
question, sir, on the sam e grounds. (Fifth 
A m endm ent)” 
Here is a man who has been charged by 
40 persons, according to FBI records, with 
“ espionage against the United States in 
tim e of war, stealing secrets, stealing a 
code, being a m em ber of the Communist 
Party.” He is entitled to his day in court. 
He should be given his day in court. But 
i that is up to Attorney General Brownell. 
If the charges 
are false, 
Rothschild 
should be exonerated, but he should not be 
permitted to get off because that this might 
be another Alger Hiss case and disclose 
negligence on the part of high officials.

Tattooing Used On Birthmarks 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THOUGH the a rt of tattooing 
Is often thought of in connection 
with a picture of a pretty girl on 
a sailor's arm, it has been p rac­ 
ticed 
for 
countless 
years 
for 
identification, 
adornm ent, 
or, 
surprisingly enough, for medical 
purposes. Its medical usage came 
about as early as the second cen­ 
tury to remedy defects in skin 
coloration or birthm arks. 
B irthm arks have long been a 
trying problem to people who 
have such defects on th e face or 
some other part of the body They 
often are a port wine color and 
the color may stand out so great­ 
ly as to be most disfiguring. Those 
suffering from this condition may 
have great difficulty in m aking 
personality adjustm ents. 


Little Success 
Many methods have been used 
with not too much success in tr y ­ 
ing to tre a t this condition of the 
skin. Dry ice, ultraviolet or su n ­ 
light, electric current, and X -ray 
and radium treatm en ts have all 
been tried. However, w ith most of 
these treatm ents, the m ajority of 
the cases develop m uch scar tis­ 
sue. This tissue has been, in m any 
instances, more noticeable and 
objectionable t h a n the original 
birthm ark. 
Recent advances in the field of 
plastic 
surgery 
have 
aroused 
hopes th a t the process of cuttine 


out the birth m ark , followed by 
skin grafting, m ight prove satis­ 
factory in the case of sm all birth­ 
marks. 
However, 
when 
large 
areas have to be cut, this m ethod 
has not proved satisfactory be­ 
cause the skin must be taken 
from parts of th e body where the 
texture and coloring differs from 
th a t of th e face. 
M atched Pigm ents 
In a certain num ber of cases 
where the birthm ark lies deep be­ 
neath the skin, medical tattooing 
has proven to be helpful In treat­ 
ing the lesion cosmetically. Cer­ 
tain pigments or coloring m atter 
th a t do not dissolve or are not 
absorbed are injected into the 
skin underlying the birthm ark, 
until the blending of the skin 
with the b irth m ark is achieved. 
The 
pigm ents 
are 
carefully 
matched with the rest of the 
skin. It has been f o u n d that al­ 
most eighty-three per cent of the 
persons treated in this m anner 
had satisfactory camouflaging of 
their birthm arks. 
As in m any of the treatm ents 
used today, our scientists have 
returned to th e arts of their pred­ 
ecessors to find a satisfactory 
solution for a difficult problem.

Hike Helping 


He Who Saves 


Bonkers Benefitting 
Some, But Little Guy 
Said Big Recipient 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW 
YORK 
(^-Stiffening 
the 
dollar has sent interest rates up. 
And those who borrow have felt 
the pinch and many have com ­ 
plained. They ask: Who is profit­ 
ing at our expense? 


That the banks have benefitted 
is evident from their fatter earn­ 
ings statements this year. But the 
banks 
are quite 
sensitive 
about 
this. And they go out of their way 
to point out that the idea behind 
putting some starch in the dollar 
was to halt inflation, and not to 
benefit them — and also that the 
real beneficiaries have been the 
nation's savers, some 122 million 
individuals. 
They are the ones who have life 
insurance 
policies, 
savings 
ac­ 
counts, 
savings 
bonds, 
annuities 
and pensions, or own stocks, bonds 
and mortgages. 
The suppliers of money who are 
now getting better returns—accord­ 
ing to Charles L. Clements of Mi­ 
ami Beach. Fla., president of the 
United States Savings and Loan 
League—“ are not wealthy finan­ 
ciers or banks . . . but the people 
who save money.” 
There are more savers than bor­ 
rowers, the New York State Bank­ 
ers Assn. believes. But it cites a 
still 
larger 
group, 
made 
up 
of 
those who are both borrowers and 
savers. An example: “ The family 
regularly 
buying 
savings 
bonds 
while at the same time financing 
the purchase of a new automobile 
on instalment credit. 
The Twentieth Century Fund, a 
nonprofit foundation for economic 
research, is out today with a re­ 
port, “ defense 
and 
tne 
dollar,” 
that tackles the problem behind 
the dispute over cheap or dear 
money. 
It thinks the Federal 
Reserve 
System should try to win public 
confidence in a policy which would 
consistently 
make 
credit 
more 
readily 
available 
in 
depressions 
and restrict it during periods of 
inflation. It thinks the policy es­ 
pecially needed now when our econ­ 
omy is “ dangerously loaded by de­ 
fense requirements.” 
If the public cam e to feel that 
such a policy is both sensible and 
effective, the report holds, much 
of the policing of the monetary 
system would actually be done by 
business. 
The report, written by Albert G. 
Hart, 
professor of economics 
at 
Columbia University, gives as an 
example: 
If the federal 
reserve 
announces 
that 
an 
inflationary 
threat is to be countered by tight­ 
ening loans, businessmen will \u- 
tomatically 
start 
“ rearranging 
their plans to reduce the amount 
of credit they need.” 
The recent rise in interest rates 
came 
after 
the 
federal 
reserve 
started tightening up on credit, as 
a means of halting inflation. 
Farmers 
and 
businessmen felt 
the squeeze when they went to the 
bank to borrow. Families wanting 
to buy a house found mortgage 
money harder to come by and pay­ 
ments higher. The U.S. Treasury 
and corporations had to agree to 
pay higher interest on bonds or 
other securities to place them. 
“ This is leading some people to 
wait before they borrow,” the New 
York banking group admits. “ But 
that is a very good thing when la­ 
bor is fully employed and the coun­ 
try’s business is booming along at 
top speed.”
